* Brigade of Guards paraded in Hyde 


Park, London, at five in the morning; 
were reviewed by the Prince of Wales at ſix, 
and at eight by His Majeſty, the Prince of 
Wales, Prince Edward, ſeveral of the nobility, 
and General-Officers, near Kenſington-Gardens, 
and afterwards marched to Eſher common, near 
Kingſton, and encamped. | 


This day one of the 1, and an- 
other of the 2d regiment dyed 
on the road, chiefly owing to 
drinking too much water. A 
very ſultry day.

eight at night, and arrived at the camp on the 
King's Foreſt, near Newport, in the ifle of 
Wight, at ten. 


The 1ſt and 2d regiments (except two com- 
panies of the ad) did not arrive till the next day, 
being obliged to lye on the water all night. --- 
Found ſeveral regiments encamped here. 


16th. Remained in the ſame camp.

21ſt. Thisday a ſpy was taken up, who, upon

| ber of forces encamped here, and other papers 
of conſequence found upon him. --- He was 
known to lodge at the Boar's Head, near St. 
Margaret's Weſtminſter: 


22d. The brigade of guards reviewed [94 the 
duke of Marlbrough and other general-officers 
in the front of the camp. 


23d, and 24th, Remained in the ſame camp: 


25th; Struck our tents at two in the morning, 
marched to Cowes, and embarked at eight. 
Sailed to Spithead, and joined the grand fleet.--- 
All the regiments of the line embarked on this 
and the day following. --- Found the light- 
horſe (being nine troops) and Train of attillery, 
had joined the fleet.

IN. B. The place of our encampment was 
very healthy, but hot in the day, and cold 
at night. --- Near to it is Newport a very 
pleaſant market-town, where we bought all 
our proviſions. 


At ſome ſmall diftance lies the caftle of 
Cariſbrook, which formerly was ſtrongly 
fortified, but now is of little or no force, 
having but few ſmall pieces of cannon. --- 
Here is a very curious well, dug through 
a great rock, in circumference 18 feet, and 
in depth 210 feet; it is eſteemed excellent 
water.] | 


26th, and 27th. Remained at Spithead. 


28th. Sailed all the men of war and tranſports

in Breſt. --- But ſome of Lord Anſon's appeared 
e St. Malo, when the ſhips in that harbour 
deſtroyed.

A yery ſtormy night, one of the tranſports loſt 
her maſts, another her bowſprit, but being tow- 
ed by a man of war, it was of little or no conſe- 


2d. Came in ſight of part of France. An- 
chored near the iſle of Alderney ---. Broke one 
of our anchors. --- Another tranſport was near 
running us down, | 


3d, Anchored near the iſle of Shark. . Sailed 
by the iſles of Guernſey and Jerſey - This day 
(being quite calm) the Ward tranſport, where- 
in were five companies of the 1ft regiment, 
ſtruck upon a rock near Shark, ſprung a leak, 
and fired guns of diftreſs. --- Several of the 
men jumped oyerboard, and in the confuſion, 
many, both men and women, loſt their cloaths, 
linnen, &c. but happily no man was loſt, 


4th, One of the gutters took a French fiſhing 


zth. Arriyed-at ten in the morning at Can- 
calle bay, near the province of BRETA1GNE. --- 
Two of the cutters were fired upon by a battery 
of 4 guns without effect. In the mean time an- 
other of 7 guns fired at the Swallow ſloop, which 
was returned, but no damage was dane on ei- 
ther ſide It being low water, all the fleet an- 
chored, till ſeyen, near the ſhore, when the * 
cels, 


_ 

gefs, Roſe, Tartar, and Flambrough, bore up to 
the battery of 4 guns, which fired at the Succeſs 

ſeveral times, killed her boatſwain, his mate, and 
another man; but, when ſhe came within muſ- 
ket-ſhot, and began to fire, the battery was faon 
filenced, --- The three other ſhips proceeded ſue- 
ceſſiyely, and tore the battery to pieces, killed 
the captain of it, and ſeycral of his men In the 
mean time the ten companies of grenadiers land- 
ed, and the brigade'of guards ſoon after, at 
Lower Cancalle, without loſs (except a grenadier- 
corporal of one of the regiments af the line, who 
accidentally thot himſelf in one of the boats). 
The grenadiers commanded by Lord Downe 
were fired upon from near a windmill, whereon 
the enemy's calours were hung, but they foon 
made them fly, leaving ſeveral dead behind. 
--- A ſentinel poſted at Upper Canealle chal- 
lenged two horſe-men, one of them fired” at 
him, but ſome of the grenadiers coming up in 
the interim, ſoon brought both men and horſes 
to the ground. One of them proved to be an 
officer, and by his commiſſion it appeared that 
his name was Lowendahl, and that he was to have 
a command in the army that was to be in thoſe 
parts by the 12th inftamt. --- Before we landed, 
we could ſee a great number of men at ſome di- 
ſtance from Upper Cancalle, with colours flying, 
who, as we were afterwards informed, were 2 re- 
giment of regulars, which marched this night 
near St. Malo, --- Had thaſe diſputed our land- 
ing with well-ſeryed artillery, they might have 
annoyed us greatly, as the Paſs, through which 
we marched was very ſtony and watery, and fo 
narrow, that two men could ſcarcely march a- 
breaſt. Some of our Piquets and advaneed 
Guards continued firing all night, killed ſome, 
and took others of the militia priſoners, — 

ju | | ave 
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kaved very audaciouſly or rather imprudently; 
for if there were only two or three of them in 
company, they generally reſiſted, notwithſtand- 
ing they knew they muſt either be killed, or 
taken priſoners. Their military law is very ſtrict, 
which I apprehend makes them prefer dying b. 
the enemy's ſword rather than by a halter, wie 
they know muſt be their fate, if they are con- 
victed of cowardice. - We marched, counter- 
marched, and lay upon our arms all night, for 
tear of being ſurprized near Lower Cancalle, --+ 
Some houſes were burnt, | 


th. Marched and counter-marched moſt part 
of this morning, and encamped near Upper 
Cancalle, --- The remainder of the troops landed. 
Several men punithed for marauding, and a gre- 
nadier of Lord Loudon's hanged for the ſame 
crime. ---He was an old ſoldier, and bore a good 
character in the regiment to which he belonged, 


7th. Marched from Upper Cancalle to Chatou 


Rouchie, about 3 miles, leaving a brigade be- 


hind: us to make Breaſtworks, &c. to cover our 
retreat in caſe of a ſurprize. --- Chatou Rou- 
chie is on the direct road from Paris to St. 
Malo. --- Some of the militia fired at one of 


our advanced guards, wounded ſome, and killed 


one of the horſes of our light-horſe ; but moſt of 
the militia were taken priſoners. At this place 
we expected to have met with a warm reception, 
as ſome regular forces were poſted here, -but 
on our marching up, they made a precipitate 
retreat, and the brigade of guards encamped here 
to ſecure this poſt, which ſeemed to be a very 
advantageous one for us, and the road the ene- 
my muſt march to relieve St. Malo. --- The reft 
of the army, the light-horſe, the Guards-pi-

guets, their Camp colour-men, and the Train, 
marched towards St, Malo. --- Great lights in 
the night towards that place. --- One of the light 
horſe ſhot in the thigh, and died in great ago- 


ny. 


The regiment that retired from near Cancalle, 
were encamped by a village called St. John's, 
near St. Malo, which, when part of the army 
approached, ſtruck their tents, upon the ring- 
ing of a bell, and fled with great ſpeed, into the 


8th. Part of the army appeared before St, 
Malo; and took a firong den. which we 
made uſe of againſt the enemy. Their cannon 
fired furiouſly againſt us, but with little or no 
effect. The Train returned, and encamped 
near the Brigade of Guards, becauſe they could 
not bring up their cannon and martars tq play 
upon the Citadel. The Piquets ſet on fire up- 
wards of go ſail of ſhips, ſome of which were 
merchantmen, ſeveral men of war, and the 
greateſt part of them priyateers, and a. vaſt 
number of ſmall craft were entirely deſtroyed, 
beſides a great row of houſes which were burnt, 
but not deſignedly. - All the yards, docks, 
rope-walks, arſenals, &c. were alſo deſtroyed. 
Part of the army were in the town laſt night. --- 
The enemy blowed up fſeyeral roads near the 
Citadel, which is at ſome diſtance from the 
town, and commands both ſea and land, and 
above 20,000 of the inhabitants retired into it 
with their effects. Part of Lord Anſon's ſqua- 
dron appeared before the harbour, but could 
not bring their guns to bear on the Citadel. 


This | 
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This port ſends out more privateers than an 
one in France, which have annoyed the Engliſh 
trade greatly, it being but few leagues from 
Guernſey and Jerſey.--- A ſtormy night, with 
violent rain, and yaſt claps of thunder and 


lightning, 

gth, The 2d regiment and ſome of the light- 
horſe marched towards the town of Dole, about 
12 miles from Chatou Rouchie; as ſoon as they 
advanced near it, three regiments 'of the 
French regular forces retired on the other ſide 
of it, and ſoon after the Heads of the place met 
our Commander, agreed to pay a contribution, 
and gave hoſtages for that purpoſe, --- The 
light-horſe took two French horſemen be- 
longing to the Swiſs guards, who were the only 


priſoners brought with us. --- One of our light- 


horſe unfortunately ſhot himſelf. --- One of the 
militia (a ſtout fellow) being taken priſaner by 
a corporal of our light-horfe, attempted after- 
wards to difmount him, and to ſnatch his ſword, 
but was overpowered. --- The ſutler of the 2d 
regiment was found miſſing, he was taken pri- 
foner by the militia, but returned after we em- 
barked with a flag of truce. --- The rft regi- 
ment marched towards St. Malo, to the Head 
Quarters of the Duke of Marlbrough. ----- 
Remained at Chatou Rouchie the 3d regiment 
only, which made breaſtworks, cut dawn trees, 
&c. 


The light-horſe behaved well always, and 
were of ſingular ſervice to us from their acti- 


vity. 


It 
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It was furprizing to ſee (conſidering the fa- 
tigue at ſea) what a noble ſpirit prevailed a- 
mongſt the troops in general, and I dare fay, 
that, if we had come to a general engagement, 
every man would have ſhewn a true Englith 
ſpirit. --- Part of Kingſley's engaged a large 
Body of militia, defeated them, took ſeveral 
priſoners, and one of their ſtandards, 


roth. The iſt regiment from the Head Quarters 
and the 2d regiment from Dole, joined the main 
Body at Chatou Rouchie, and the whole army 
marched, and encamped near Upper Cancalle. 


I1th. The brigade of guards, and the regi- 
ments of the line remained in this camp. --- 
The light-horſe and the train re-embarked. --- 
A ſtormy night, with rain and lightning. 


The enemy -were upon full march towards 
us, but the badneſs of this night prevented 
them from coming up with us. They were re- 
ported to be 30,000 ſtrong, coming from all 
quarters. | 


12th. The remainder of the army re-em- 
barked without the loſs of a man. --- Several 
houſes were burnt, but not intentionally. It 
was thought to be occafioned by ſome fires be- 
ing lighted for the conveniency of both officers 
and men, on account of the heavy rains. 


IN. B. Sr. Malo is in the province of Bre- 
taigne --- The country is very fertile, and 
affords a. pleaſing proſpect ; its ſituation is 
delightful, and, in ſhort, it is as fruitful as 

any 
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ahy part of England. --- Here we were oba 
liged to encamp in fields of wheat and 
peaſe; there was not much wine, but cy- 
der we had in great plenty, large cafks, of 
7. or 800 gallons, being continually on 
draught, which was very acceptable to us all. 
There were ſcarcely any perſons to be ſeen 
but ſome old women, but had the country- 
people continued in their habitations it 
would have been better for them, for no 
troops in the world could behave better than 
ours, owing to the ſtrict diſcipline obſerv- 
ed; no man being ſuffered to plunder. --- 
Many of the houſes were very magnifi- 
centy and genteely furniſhed, ſome of 
which were deſtroyed, in particular, one 
belonging to a captain of a French pri- 
vateer. | 


' 13th. Remained at anchor in Cancalle bay; 
we faw a large body of French horſe oh the 
ſea fide, and it is thought the army was near 
at hand, and encamped by Cancalle, out of 
ſight of us, but they came too late, which I con- 
feſs I was ſorry for, and I believe all were ſo, as 
we wiſhed for nothing more than to come to a 
general engagement with them, but they found 
employ for themſelves in ſetting their corn- 


14th. Remained in the ſame bay, which is a 
very fine one, for all our fleet, being above an 


hundred fail, lay ſafe at anchor. It is a won- 
der that this place is not better fortified, conſi- 


dering its fituation, but their coaſt being very 
extenſive, they have a chain of forts all along it, 


at proper diſtances from each other, that at the 


appearance of an enemy before any one, the 
firing 
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firing of a gun communicates the alarm to the 
whole coaſt, by each neighbouring fort anſwer- 
ing in diſcharge of a gun. --- They have alſo 
guard-houſes, at a ſmall diſtance from each 
other, where ſome of the militia are always up- 


on duty. 


15th. Remained in the ſame bay.--- A flag of 
truce came on account of the hoſtages that were 
on board the fleet till the contribution was paid 
from Dole. During our ſtay on ſhore, two 
Hanoverians, Lear and Lutgins, who' belonged 
to the 3d regiment, went over to the enemy, be- 
ing the only perſons who deſerted us. 


 IGth. All the fleet failed at four in the 
morning --- A cutter took a French fiſhing- 
veſlel off St. Malo, ſuppoſed to be a ſpy. --- 
Anchored in fight of that port. --- A ftormy 
night, with a very rough fea. --- All the fleet 
obliged to ride with two cables. --- A tranſport 
near being loſt. 


17th. All the fleet obliged to put back to 
Cancalle bay, it being too ſtormy at ſea. 


18th. Remained in the ſame bay, and nothing 
happened worthy of obſervation. 


19th. Remained in Cancalle bay. 


2 20th. Remained in the ſame bay. — The 

wind was all this time againſt us. — Granville 
fort, at the mouth of the bay, on the oppoſite 
{hore (at ſeven in the evening) fired ſeveral 
times at ſome of our cutters which went to re- 
connoitre it, but no damage was done. 


21ſt. Sailed 
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- , 21M, Sailed at nine in tlie morning froin 
_ Cancalle bay, and anchored again near St. Ma- 


lo,--- A flag of truce came out of St: Malo, 
and was ordered back again, by one of the cut- 
ters into port. Some ſhips of war joined us. 
Sailed at ſeven in the evening. 


22d. Anchored again at two in the morn= 
ing (in a great calm) on the French coaſt, --- 


 Sauled at nine, and paſſed by two batteries, one 


of 14 guns, and another of ſmaller force, about 
4 Leagues S. W. from St. Malo. Anchored 
near Jerſey. dv 3. ITT; 1 


nf 23d, Sailed at eight in the morning, and an- 
chored near Guernſey at twelve. Orders 
were read that one of bton's regiment, and 
another of a regiment of the line, were to ſuf- 
fer death, the former for attempting to ravith a 
French woman, and the latter for marauding.--- 
The Commodore fired a ball at our ſhip for be- 
ing out of the line, and the captain was greatly 
reprimanded for it. --- The firſt, ball the captain 
pays 6 5. 8d. and ſo double that ſum for every 
other gun upon the ſame offence, 


It was a glorious fight to. ſee. the fleet under 


full fail, with a freſh gale of wind, our van and 


rear being ſame leagues from cach other, and 
certainly ſuch a fleet muſt damp the ſpirits of 
the enemy, as none of their ſhips durſt ftir out 
of their ports, for fear of falling into our hands. 
24th. Two Dutch ſhips brought to at eleven 
in the morning. --- Came in fight of Englith 
coaſt at ſeven in the evening. --- Continued ſail- 

ing to the N. E. all this night. 
a 25th. Sailed 
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25th. Sailed by us four Dutch Ships. A 
man of war and cutter chaced a French ſhip, 
which got clear off. · Continued failing all the 
night to the S. W. when we heard the report 
of ſeveral guns fired from the French ſhore, in- 
tended, as we imagined, to alarm the country. 


26th. A frigate arrived from England, at 
three in the morning, with diſpatches for the 
Commanders. --- At ten ſignal made for all the 
troops to get ready to land: --- Came within 
two leagues. of Havre de Grace before we ſaw 
it (being very foggy weather): Some of the cut- 
ters went near the ſhore, and were fired at ſeve- 
ral times. --- The enemy's cannon ſeemed. to be 
of conſiderable weight. --- It being very rough, 
we tacked about to ſea. Me 


27th. Stood again for Havre de Grace, and 
continued near it all day. A cutter! went 
near the harbour, and found the tnemy had 
ſunk five of their ſhips in the mouth of it, to 
prevent our ſhips from getting in. Tis ſaid 
the Duke of Marlbrough, the Commodore, and 
other General-Officers, went on ſhore in a cut- 
ter laſt night, and found they could eaſily land 
the troops; but, in caſe of an oppoſition from 
the enemy, were expoſed to imminent danger, for 
which reaſon the deſign againſt this place was 
laid aſide, and all the fleet failed to the weſt;

ed they need not be afraid of the Engliſh, for 
they only intended to cruize on the French 
coaſt to prevent the French forces from going 
into Germany. The enemy would not be- 
lieve ſuch a preſumption (as they termed it) not- 
withſtanding they ſaw us in our boats; but 
this man (who was of great efteem) informed 
them of the contrary. --- That his countrymen 
would fight, and we Nee ſoon feel the effects 
of our landing. --- We had ſeveral fkirmiſhes 
with them, but they firing from behind hedges, 
and in woods, killed and wounded ſeyeral of our 
men, before we -could drive them from their 
ſkulking-places, which we always did very effec- 
tually. --- Enſign Cox, of the 1 regiment, re- 
zeived a ball in one of his ſhoulders. At three 
the afternoon, moſt of the Foot landed, and 
encamped near Urville, a ſmall village about ten 
miles to the Weſt of Cherbourg. Prince Ed- 
ward and the Commodore were on ſhore with 
the General as ſoon as we landed. --- This young 
Hero diſtinguiſhed himſelf greatly. on this occa- 
fion ; for, when the Commodore went into his 
barge from the Eſſex, in order to go on board 
of the Pallas, he jumped in after him, and would 
by no means ftay behind, notwithſtanding the 
Commodore ſollicited him greatly; and his ex- 
preſſions were, Now I AM IN THE BOAT, 
© GET ME OUT IF YOU cAN.“ --- And when he 
was on board the Pallas, he fired off 30 pieces of 
cannon againſt the enemy. Several of the Iriſh 
Brigades came to us with their arms and accou- 
trements, one of them was a deſerter from the 
Iſt regiment, and ſaid to be an officer in the 
ench ſervice, who informed us that moſt of 
the Brigades wanted greatly to defert. --- Ano- 
ther belonging to the ſame regiment deſerted 
them in the night, and when he came near * 
2 * c 
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he ran into the ſea (conceiving us to be the ene- 
my) but fortunately he was taken up by one of 
our boats, though almoſt drowned. --- Theſe 
deſerters were of ſingular ſervice to us, by diſ- 
covering the ftrength of the enemy, their mines, 
fortifications, &c. --- They were reported to be 
near 4000 of horſe and foot, and about 4000 of 
the militia, who were worſe to encounter with 
than the Regulars, for they generally (accord- 
ing to their antient cuſtom) lay in ambuſcade, 
and would never fight us in a fair field. The 
Richmond man of war ran upon a rock, and ſe- 
yeral of her guns were put into a cutter, before 
ſhe could be weighed.---Wewere very fortunate 
to have fine, weather, for our landing-place w 
very rocky.---The General ſummoned the town 
to ſurrender, but the Governor anſwered in the 
negative, and that his orders were to defend it to 
the laſt, which he would do, ſo long as a houſe 
** was left ſtanding.” 


8th. Several Pruſſians came in with their arms, 
who were taken priſoners by the prince of Sou- 
biſe's army in Germany, and compelled to ferve 
by the French.--- A ſtandard brought in by one 
of the Welch Fuzileers. --- The Light-horte and 
Train of Artillery diſembarked laſt night and 
this morning. --- At ten, the whole marched to- 
wards Cherbourg, and ſome of our troops took 
poſſeſſion of a fort and battery, which the ene- 
my had evacuated with great precipitation, and 
ſoon after we found they had alſo deſerted the 
town, and Tetired about 4 miles to the South- 
Eaft fide of it. Now Monſieur had changed 
his language, ! left themſelves to our mercy,

ed to be 30,000 men, headed by a Britiſh prince 


(in the interim being no more than 89090) which 
report they readily gave credit to, as it was a 
powerful argument for their retreating towards 
the interior parts of the country; but had we 
formed that number, they might have annoyed 
us greatly, conſidering their ſtrong works, forts, 
batteries, &c. --- This afternoon the Grenadiers 
took poſſeſſion of the town, and at nine the re- 


mainder of the army encamped on the Weſt of 


it, after having poſſeſſed ourſelves of their forti · 
fications. 6H 


_ 9th. Continued quietly in our camp for the 


greateſt part of this day ; the more we viewed 


the fortifications, the more. we were * 
| FL: » che 
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the enemy ſhould deſert them: in the narrow 
lanes near the town, where hardly two men 
could march a- breaſt, they had thrownup Breaſt- 
works which would cover a platoon of men, to 
fire and retreat with yy alſo ponds of water, 
in thoſe lancs, which made it inacceſſible; how- 
ever deſirous, yet the enemy abandoned this ſitu- 
ation. At five in the afternoon we'marched 
and encamped in two lines, within a mile of the 
town. --- Four of Lord Loudon's regiment kill- 
ed by the country-people, by going a maraud- 
ing. Bentick's regiment encamped on the top 
of the hill, Eaſt of the town, where was à battery 
of 7 pieces of cannon, behind it a large convent, 
near it a great wood of ſeveral miles in length, 
and on the other fide the enemy lay encamped. 
In the harbour there were upwards of 35 fail 
of ſhips, which were afterwards Icfiroyed, ex- 
cept the Tartar privateer of Eriſtol, a large ſhip 
wherein were ſhipped the braſs guns, trophies, 
mortars, ſtores, and ammunition, &c. for 
England, and another ſhip that was beg 
ged by an Englith lady. --- The harbour was 
very commodious, formed a baſon, and would 
contain a great number of ſhips ; at the mouth 
of it there were two large piers projecting out 
into the ſea, with fine walks on them, of about 
400 yards in length, at the extremity of which 
they had ſunk a ſhip. --- The piers were built 
with very fine ſtone, and a remarkable ſtrong 
cement. At the entrance of the harbour was a 
draw-bridge.---On the Weſt of it afine quay,and 
every-thing commodious for a ſea-port that the 
art of man could invent. The town has but 
very ordinary buildings, and is as large as Portſ- 
mouth; but I think the houſewives in France 
are rather ſluttiſn. There is a grand church, 
with-five good muſical bells, faid to be 1 — 
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from Carifbrook in the iſle of Wight. === Front 
the inſcri tions on them, they appear to be 
the reign of one of the Edwards, and

fine pieces as any in Europe. At ſome diſtance 
Weſt of the town was a foundery for braſs can- 
non, where were a great number nat quite finiſh- 
ed, which, with the foundery, were entirely de- 
froyed. There were alſo large ſtorehouſes for 
wine, brandy, rum, and eyder of an excellent 
quality; but the men making too free with it; 
it was ordered to be ſtaved, for fear of the bad 
conſequences of enervating our Soldiery in an 
enemy's country. We had ſeveral n ies in 
the town which we paid for, brandy at 6d. and 
wine at gj d. Englith per quart. -The exchange 
of a ſhilling pled us much, by reaſon of the 
number and ſmalineſs of their coin. Tobacco 
and ſalt is very dear all over the kingdom, being 
faddled with . high duties. — Proviſions were 
brought us from the ſhips, which ſaved our ene- 
3 's beef, &c. The country produces plenty 

wheat, - rye, and barley, and is very fer- 
tle; but is not ſo fine a country as Bretaigne, —- 
We encamped in „ which being fit for 
reaping; our people cut it for them, but fear 
would not permit them to come and carry ĩt home, 
notwithſtanding orders were given for that pur- 
poſe, without moleftation. A Within à mile of 
the town is. another large convent, wherein were: 
2 great number of the devout fair lens; which, to 
the honor of che Britiſh ſoldiery, received not 
the leaſt injury, but remained e and.

20th. Several more eofthe Iriſh Brigades came

ſormed us, that the enemy were wel by 
battalions of foot, and g̃ ſquadrons of horſe. — 
Prince Edward came on thore every day with the 
Commodore, and was highly delighted at the 
taking of this place. The French had been 
many years in fortifying and ſtrengthening this 
Harbour; but in particular the preſent LouisX V. 
has paid great attention, finding it of ſuch con- 
ſequence; and which, if they had compleated, a- 
greeable to the plan laid down, in proceſs of time 
(as Colonel Cunningham our engineer declared) 
would y annoy the Englith trade in time 
of war, by reaſon of its being ſo contiguous to 
the Britiſn channel, where the: French priva- 
teers could ſally out when they pleaſed; in 
the deſtruction whereof great numbers of our 
miners, ſailors, marines, and others, were — 
ployed night and day. Two ſerjeants and 2 
men of the Brigades — in with — — 
accoutrements. An officer of Bentick's, and 
ſome men upon a foraging party, taken priſoners 
by the enemy. Several of our men went a ma- 
rauding (without arms) near the French camp. 
Seven of our regiment, at three this morning, 
were ſo near, that one of their ſentinels fired upon 
them, and ſoon after they were ſaluted with the 
fire of two platoons; but luckily our men eſcaped, 
and returned to camp unhurt. — It is thought 
more lives were loſt by their daring difpolitions, 
— in all our ſkirmithes with the enemy. Seve- 
ral more of the Iriſn Brigades came in, with arms 
and accoutrements and @ braſs drum, who in- 
formed us, that all or moſt of the . —.— 
deſert on the firſt opportunity, _

11th. The 1f regiment marched to relieve 
Bentick.s, near the battery on the rock (being 
a very dangerous poſt) which returned and en- 
camped on the left of us. --- The 2d regiment 
took the iſt regiment's ground. Some of the 
Train encamped on the flanks with ſevera 
pieces of ordnance, to coyer us, in caſe of an * 
attack from the enemy, who were by this time 
reported to be 13000 ſtrong, being daily 
reinforced. =--- This day contribution was 
paid, or agreed to be paid, reported to be 
4,000000 livres, or 175000 |. ſterling. But 
there was an old contribution. due to us from 
this place (having been heretofore taken) and 
whether this debt is comprehended in the above 
I cannot ſay. --- There was a ſkirmiſh between 
our Light-horſe and a party of the enemy, in 
which the latter were routed with loſs ; we loſt 
only 2 men, and 1 horſe. The enemy's horſe 
would ſhew themſelves in parties of 40 or go, 
but when ours advanced (not being half their 
number) they ran away, and took the ſame 
method of ſecreting theinſelves as heretofore. --- 
A ſerjeant, and twelve men of the Brigades, ſur- 
rendred to the Light-horſe. --- At ten this night 
the whole camp was alarmed, were all — 
arms, and formed battalions in leſs than four 
minutes time, thinking the enemy were ap- 
* D | proaching 
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Fore hing ; [a falſe alarm.] ---One of the Light- 

zorte, belonging to captain Linſey, broke looſe, 
agging his furniture, and on full gallop to- 
wards the camp, made a great noiſe, and the 

challenge not being anfwered, the ſentinel 
fired, and ſoon after three half files of the 
Piquet did the like; no other damage was done, 
than the killing of an exceeding fine beaſt. [I 
only mention this circumſtance to ſhew the a- 
lertneſs of our men.] Many ſhips were burnt 
this night in the harbour. 


' 12th. Several works, and part of the piers 
blown up, whereby a French gentleman was 
killed, and one of our ſoldiers dangeroufly 
, wounded, but great caution was taken to pre- 
vent ſuch accidents for the future, a drum being 
ordered to beat, that all perſons might retire to 
a proper diſtance, when any works were to be 
blown up. — Some of our Light-horſe often 
advanced this day near the French, who were in 
e parties, but when ours came near them, 
they retreated (as uſual) into the woods; and 
indeed, 'tis plain they will never fight, without a 
ſuperiority of numbers on their fide. |

' 13th. Some more of the piers and quay blown 
; It was ſurpriſing to fee with what velocity 
and heighth large ſtones of 'great weight would 
fly in the air, the wet which muſt de- 
ſtroy every-thing they light upon. --- A ſmall 
pari of the Light-horſe, under captain Lin- 
fey's command, advancing too near the enemy 
"(who lay in ambuſcade) were fired upon from 
different quarters, killed ſome of our men, 
and thoſe Who were wounded and fell, not- 
withſtanding they begged for quarters, the 
enemy inhumanly diſpatched. --- The captain 
Qui: & 55 
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is wounded, and we are afraid mortally, [is ſince 
dead] but had the good fortune to eſcape their 
hands ; when a party of our grenadiers advan- 
ced, the daftardly runaways took to coyer again, 
but the Duke of Richmond, with a party un- 
der his command, fell upon the enemy before 
they could ſcreen themſelves, killed and wound- 
ed many, and took ſeveral of them priſoners. 
A ſerjeant major, and ſeyeral more of the Bri- 
gades came over to us; by this time we had up- 
wards of 250, who, together with the priſon- 
ers, were ſent on board the fleet as ſoon as they 
came in. | 


14th. Fort Galette blown up, and the remain- 
der of the ſhips ſet on fire. — The miners and 
other artificers worked night and day to make 
cavities to blow up the remainder of the forts, 
batteries, piers, &c. — Several more belonging to 
the regiments of the line killed by the country- 
people, by advancing too far into the country. 


15th. Compleated the deſtruction of a har- 
bour that coſt an immenſe ſum of money; a 
port ſo uſeful to the enemy in time of wat, and 
of courſe injurious to our trade, is now render- 
ed uſeleſs for many years, a blow ſo fatal, that 
its conſequences are known to the mercantile 
part of this iſland, and I need not trouble the 
reader with my eftimate. --- Moſt of the Lights 
horſe and Train of Artillery xe-embarked. — 
We fully expected an — from the enemy, 
but not a man was moleſted. — A grenadier 
of Lord Charles Hay's tried and hanged for ra- 
viſhing a French woman. — Some of the regi- 
ments of the line xe-embarked this night. 


D 2 2 16th. At 
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©" 16th: At three in the morning, the 2d and 3d 
regiments ftruck their tents, and formed battalion - 
before it was light, and all marched and re-em- 
barked in the greateſt order imaginable (our ad- 
vanced parties having joined us) without the 
leaſt interruption, much to the glory and honour 
of onr king and country, and to the fhame and 
diſgrace of our perfidious enemies, whoſe very 
ſtrength and ſafety confifts in the number of 
their troops, every individual being taught the 
uſe of arms from his infancy. — The frigates and 
bombs were drawn up in extreme good order to 
ſecure our re-embarkation, in caſe the enemy 
had made any attempt to cut off our rear, but 
they thought proper to lye quiet, having ſuffered 
greatly by the fhips when we landed. — They 
were reinforced by this time to 25000, and now 
we leave them to peep out of their woods to ex- 
amine what damage a handful of Britiſh ſoldiers 
have done them. — The General and Commo- 
dore are highly applauded for their conduct on 
this occafion, having loſt but few men in de- 
ſtroying ſo ftrong a port. We were informed, 
that when we went from before this place the 
laſt Expedition, great rejoicings were made by 
the inhabitants, who opened their wine-vaults 
for their military men, and made merry, calling 
us Engliſh dogs and cowards, for being at- 
Trighted at the firing of a few of their guns; 
However, I hope they will not take the liberty of 
lampooning and 1 797 us now, for in- 
ſtead of breaking their windows with Engliſh 
ineas (as they were pleaſed to ſay on our 
te Expedition info Bretaigne) we can now 
ve ſome of London ſtreets with French louis- 
Flores: — The common cry of the country- 
people was That they were entirely ruined

of truce went on ſhore for four grenadiers of 
the 2d regiment, and four of the 1.

In regard to the yalour 
of our little army, the conſternation of our ene- 
mies, and the real loſs they have ſuſtained from 
our continual alarming and harraſſing their

Some of our men were out a maxauding and 
met 2 partycof the militia, who fled, and left a 
ſtandard behind them.

ed, notwithſtanding we had only two guns on 
ſhore. — On our fide, Lord Frederick Caven- 
diſh, and captain Daniel Jones were wounded, 4 
rivate men killed, and ſome wounded. --- We 
und they had hanged nine grenadiers of one 
of our regiments of the line, who came here 
marauding laſt night, (as they informed us)

ioth. At ſeyen in the morning, the whole 
marched, and at ten three battalions of French 
regulars oppoſed our grenadiers and ſome ad- 
vanced parties, wherein we had ſome men killed 
and wounded, but the enemy were ſoon routed, 
with conſiderable loſs, upon firing of one of our 
guns. We took one ftandar4.--- An officer and 
ſeveral men (imagined coming to ſurrender) were 
ſhot. --- At three in the afternoon, encamped on 
the Weſt of a village called St. Matignon, after 
having taken ſeveral priſoners. --- The 2d regi- 
ment marched towards St. Cas bay, in order to 
bring us ſome proviſions from our ſhips; and, 
upon their arrival near the ſea- ſide, the proper 
ſignal was hung out, when ſeveral boats came 
from the ſhips, . and were fired upon by two 
batteries, one of three guns of 24 pounders, 
and the other of two guns, but were ſoon after 
both of them deſtroyed by the 2d regiment. --- 
A grenadier of the iſt regiment (one of the four 
men tried by a general court-martial) was hang- 
ed, and died yery penitent. --- This night our 
Piquets had frequent ſkirmiſhes with parties of 
the enemy, who were obliged to retire with 
loſs. --- At eleven at night, the Piquet belonging 
to the Guards was alarmed by a party of the 
enemy, but upon our ſentinels challenging them, 
they had away, without firing a gun; and 
'tis imagined that late this night the French 
forces joined from St. Malo, Morlaix, and 
Breſt, which conſiſted of ſeveral ſquadrons of 
dragoons, and about fifteen battalions of Foot, 
to the amount of 18000, which, with the mi- 
litia made up near 25000 men, with eighteen 
pieces of cannon or upwards, and eight mor- 
tars, 
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tars. ---Came to us a French deſerter, who proved 
of ſingular ſervice, and informed us of the aboye 
account of the enemy's ftrength. 


 Xith. We could hear the French drums beat 
before day-light this morning. --- At three we 
beat the general through the whole line, and ſoon 
after the enemy did the like. -Whereupon the 
whole marched back again through Matignon, 
in order to retreat to our ſhips, and we ſoon ob- 
ſerved that our little army was in great danger 
of being ſurrounded by the enemy. --- Lay this 
morning the grenadiers beat off a large party of 

them on the Eaſt fide of the town, in which ſir. 
miſh we loſt one man. At ſeven, the regiments 
of the line being in the front, and the grenadiers 
end Guards ia the rear, a numerous body of the 
enemy attempted to cut off the grenadiers by a 
al ſire of their muſquetry for the ſpace of 
an hour, which our men received with great 
compoſure, and returned with ſuch bravery that 
the fell back, leaving many of their dead; 
on our fide, we had only two wounded. --- The 
whole halted the ſpace of an hour near a village 
called St. Cas, within a mile of the fleet; and at 
eight the regiments of the line, and our few Light- 
horſe began to re-embark ; at nine the remainder 
of the army was by the ſea- ſide, ready to re-em- 
bark. In half an hour after the whole and the 2 

ieces of cannon were re-embarked (except the 
enadiers and Brigade of Guards) aa we ob- 
| the enemy in great numbers of horſe and 
foot, on the ground where we had halted juſt 
before, who ſoon 70 ſeyeral pieces of cannon 


upon our rear, Which killed ſome men, and that 
they were — different columns, with 
an intent to cut off thoſe that remained on ſhore ; 


Sat the bamb-ſhells, cannon-balls, 3 
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and grape-ſhot from our ſhips, prevented their 
right wing from coming down, there being 
no hollow ground to favour the enemy; 
whereby great numbers were deſtroyed in every 
quarter, by the inceſſant fire of our ſhips. --- 
But qui upwards of 8000 foot, compoſing 
the other three columns, coming from their cen- 
ter and left wing, marched with full ſ into 
a hollow, and where our ſhips could not hurt 
them, a very advantageous poſt, for we then 
felt the effects of their artillery, otherwife we 
nught all have re-embarked under cover of our 
thips., --- The grenadiers, which conſiſted of 
four companies of the Guards-grenadiers of 
73 men each, and nine compamies of grena- 
diers belonging to the regiments of the line, of 
100 men each, were ordered to face them, and 
in the mean time the 2dand zd regiments, and 
part of the iſt re-embarked in the boats, and 
the remainder of the iſt regiment, being four 
companies, and part of two companies of 73 
men each (no boats being near to take them in) 
alſo faced the enemy, when they were ſoon en- 
gaged, and the onſet was bloody and even doubt- 
ful ; for, notwithſtanding their vaſt ſuperiority, 
advantageous fituation, and ftrength of artillery, 
(which they chiefly rely upon) the grenadiers 
intrepidity, and uncommon courage, made'them 
- ſhift, and twice give ground; and it is really | 
imagined they would have retired, had it not 
been for conſtant ſuccours from their rear, and 
for one of their officers (diſtinguiſhed by his regi- 
mentals being red) remarkable in his rallying 
and coming up to the charge, (ſuppoſed to be 
an Iriſhman) but it coſt him his life. No men 
in the world ſuſtained" the firſt ſhock; or main- 
tained their ground better than our grenadiers; 
they ſtood like caſtles; till maſt of their ammu- 
6.14 nition 
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nition was ſpent, but ſuch a ſuperior force there 
was no contending with, and the ſurviving few 
retreated to the ſea-ſide, even up to their waiſts 
in water, yet, in this ſituation, they rallied in 
ſmall bodies, and -fired ſeveral times, but being 
fill over-powered; they offered to ſurrender ; 


but the cruel Gardes d' Cotes, or peaſants, ſhew- 


ed no mercy, notwithſtanding my brave coun- 


trymen ſupplicated, no quarter was granted 


them. From all accounts, 8000 of the enemy 
engaged ours left on ſhore, whoſe number were 
computed 1500 at the utmoſt, half of which re- 
covered the ſhips by ſwimming and getting into 
boats from a rock on the right of the enemy, 
ſo that the great diſproportion is eaſily per- 
ceived, for, under ſuch circumſtances, it is not 
to be ſuppoſed one half of our people could 
come to a general engagement. The ſcene was 
truly melancholy to thoſe who from their ſitua- 
tion were obliged to remain inactive ſpectators; 
ſhocking to ſee ſuch havock amongſt our coun- 
trymen and brother-ſoldiers, and could by no 
means aſſiſt them; but the torrent of the enemy 
being ſo great, ripe with revenge, and inſuring 


themſelves all ſucceſs over a handful of men; 


they now gloried, and a ſhort period cloſed the 
unhappy cataſtrophe, ſtaining the Gallic ſhore 
with the blood of ſome of the beſt troops Great 
Britain could produce, and which were the 
flower of 'our little army ; and, had the whole 
Brigade of Guards been on ſhore five- minutes 
longer, they muſt undonbtedly have ſhared the 
ſame fate. ---In the ſea ſervice we had 4 cap- 
tains taken priſoners, 1 lieutenant killed, and 2 
midſhipmen wounded ; beſides 8 ſailors killed; 
and 17 wounded. --- Of the army we had, from 
the bel and moſt authentic accounts Icould get, 
killed and taken priſoners about 700, and 25 
| | I 
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ral flat-bottom boats ſunk by theenemy'scannon, 
but few men were loſt in them; the 1ſt regiment 
ſuffered greatly, the King's company having but 
few men left; and it rely was out of their power 
to do much execution, for, on their advancing, ' 
the enemy killed numbers of them before they 
could come to action: And here let it be re- 
membered, that unleſs a Frenchman can be co- 
vered with a proportionate train of artillery, he 
will not fight (infinite ſuperiority 8 he 
cannot endure, nay he abhors the bayonet, 
Ahich is ſufficiently exemplified to the reade; 
from the account of the various ſkirmiſhes 
have given in the courſe of this journal ; that 
dc either upon their train, or vaſt ſupe- 
riority is equally ſerviceable to them as our peo- 
ple muſt fall exe within reach of that de- 
tence, tho they always had that recourſe, ſhew- 
ing ſuch a noble ſpirit, that muſt at all times 
elevate the ſoldier, and prove ſatisfactory to the 
whole. — General Dury of the Guards was kill- 
ed; in the heat of the action, he was obſerve 
to take the ammunition out of the pouches of 
the killed and wounded, to ſupply the fighting 
men; ſuch an apparent inſtance of his true 
courage requires no other to perpetuate his me- 
mory in the mind of a ſoldier, as well as every 
lover of his country ; and this moment, with re- 
gret and utter concern, I lament his fall, ſor in 
him we loſt a brave man, and an excellent com- 
mander; we loſt ſeveral other officers whoſe beha- 
viour wasgallant, a liſt of whom is given hereaiter. 
The enemy acknowlege the loſs of 1800 men, 
but it is imagined they loſt double that number, 
confidering the terrible ſlaughter made amongſt 
them by our grenadiers, and the multitude 
who fell by the continual fire from the ſhips 
bomb - ſhells, cannon - balls, chain-ſhot, and
